Mea 
who will bring the railroads to time 
and put a quietus on discriminations 
regarding fates and freights ; men 
who will secure the passage of a law 
calculated to knock the stuffing out 
of one-sided contracts made between 
the passenger and the railroad com- 
pany, purporting to be ''good for 
this day only," men who will put 
forth their bent effort* to secure the 
passage of a law to the effect that 
when a man, woman or child pay 
their money for transportation over 
tiny road to a certain point, and so 
long as they remain in possession of 
evidence of such contract, they have 
a perfect right to go so far as desig- 
nated on the ticket they hold; are 
the-kind of men we want for legisla- 
tors at this time. How long will the 
people of this State humbly submit 
to the outrages they have been sub- 
jected to? 
Outrage is no name for 


it. Outrage but feebly expresses the 
idea wo wish to convey I Are rail- 
road companies to take one's money 
—the price demanded^ for carrying a 
passenger a certain distance—and be 
granted the priv^ege of putting him 
or her off at pleasure? As well had 
a railroad contract to take a certain 
amount of freight to a certain point 
and undertake to enforce a like arbi- 
trary rule. They respect freight but 
are no respecters of persons. The 
latter they will deliver according to 
contract; why should not the pirates 
be compelled to do the same as re- 
gards passengers 1 Why should this 
company, whose road has been built 
at pnblio expense, be allowed to 
charge more for carrying passengers 
fifty miles than one hundred 1 Ne- 
vada has sent quite enough purchas- 
able material to Carson, and it is 
qu?',e time the disgrace was wiped 
out. 
Nominating conventions should 


not overlook this important plank in 
their platforms, ana candidates ap- 
pearing before these bodies should be 
required to pledge themselves to its 
support unequivocally, then in case 
they play the people false they will 
in future be elected to stay at home.

Now that Winter is approaching, 


the cost of wood becomes an interest- 
ing question to all men of family. A 
few facts with regard to the charge 
for transporting wood will no doubt 
open the eyes of all. On the shores 
of Laka Tahoe, where four-fifths of 
the wood used in Western Nevada 
comes from, the consumers are sup- 
plied with good 4-foot wood for 82 
peroord. 
Now the actual cost of 


cany ing that wood up the mountains 
by rail and down to Carson by V 
flumb cannot exceed, at the outside, 
50 cents a cord, and yet it is impossi- 
ble at any time of the year for Beno 
to get pine wood for less than $6 to 
87, thus showing that by the time it 
gets to the consumer three or four 
prices are charged for carrying. Iu 
Virginia, where Yeriugton, Bliss & 
Co. have no opposition, the price is 
again doubled, until they regard it as 
cheap to get wood for $12 or $14. 
The local dealers are not to blame for 
this. They have to pay these exor- 
bitant freights, in advance, oad of 
course must charge them in return 
with but a fair profit additional, All 
the profit is made by the monopoly 
that crashes out anything like oppo- 
sition. It is not a great pleasure to 
pay three prices for wood simply be- 
cause you can't help it.
